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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-9 and 1 6-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
discloses coating medical devices with multiple layers in order to control/prolong the 
release of a pharmacological agent from the surface of a stent. The multiple layers 
includes a reservoir layer comprised of a polymer and a biological layer; and a top layer 
comprises a polymer and heparin as shown by Ding et al. The prior art further teaches 
applying non-thrombogenic coatings to the surface of blood contacting medical devices 
where the coating comprises a hydrophobic polymer, macromolecule and heparin as 
shown by Tsang et al. (US 6630580) Tsang et al. discloses covalent bonding between 
the hydrophobic polymer and heparin and affinity interactions between heparin and the 
macromolecule (an adhesive molecule) (see abstract, col. 3, lines 18-35, col. 6, lines 9- 
30). The macromolecule can be polylysine or gelatin (see col. 3, lines 18-35). 

3. ,The prior art fails to teach or suggest covalent bonding between the hydrophobic 
material, heparin and the macromolecule to form the antithrombogenic heparinized 
layer where the macromolecule is a protein such as protamine, polylysine, polyasparatic 
acid or polyglutamic acid and/or the hydrophobic material is octadecylamine, alkanoic 
amine, bile acids, sterols, or alkanoic acids.
